Death, wreck and devastation have 
marched In. the wnke.of great floods in 
Kansas, Nebraska' and Iowa. Hun- 
dreds have been drowned, thousands 
placed In mortal peril and tens of 
thousands driven from their homes by 
raging rivers Bwoilen beyond all pre- 
vious measure by tho rains. Two State 
capitals— Topcka and Des Moines— 
were the centers of tbc ruin and suffer- 
ing. To the danger of the rushing 
waters which had Invaded both busi- 
ness nnd residence districts of both 
capitals was added the more dreadful 
peril of Are. Submerged, the water 
works of both cities and a score of les- 
ser towns In the three States had been 
shut down and no protection agnlust 
flames bad been left to them. 

Fire and flood are responsible for the 
taking of 250 lives In North Topeka, a 
suburb of Topeka, Kan., directly 
across the Kansas River, 

Ten feet of, water* the result of floodB 
and cloudbursts over the State, covers 
the manufacturing city -and bouses, 
stores, mllhv„and public buildings to 
the'humbcr'ot uOQ.haye been destroyed

Early Saturday afternoon one or two 
of the water logged houses took flm. 
With five miles of water all around 
there waB no means of fighting '.the 
flames. A high wind was blowing and 
one of the burning buildings broke 
loose from its foundations, and, swept 
onward by tlio swirling current, Bprend 
death aud destruction on every hand. 

Acre- of IlullUtnirn Ablaze. 

Soon tho acres upon acres of sub- 
merged territory were dotted with 
burning buildings, some stationary, 
some wind blown from point to point 
The floating nrcshlps Ignited whatever 
they touched. These spread tho flames 
so rapidly that at one time eighty sep- 
arate fires were counted, from the 
dome of the capltol. 

All the preceding night nnd during 
the daylight hours the roofs of houBes, 
factories, and other buildings bad been 
havens of refuge for the men, women 
and children who lived and were trap- 
per In the district, They bad not suf- 
fered for want of food, even though 
each house had ten feet of water In 
it, nnd though the rapidity of the cur- 
rent prevented rescue by boat they 'all 
hoped that in twenty-four hours or so 
the flood would subside sufficiently to 
allow their escape. 

But when death" by Are appeared be- 
fore their eyes they became panic 
Btrlcken. In a number of. cases they 
Jumped Into the wntcr long * before 
their arka of refuge were threatened 
by the flames, preferring, death, by 
drowning to their chances of being 
caught by the Are. 

Futile Attempts at Eftcnpe, 

Futile attempts were made to escape 
by every method that Ingenuity 
spurred on by the Bight of rapldiy ad- 
vancing death "could suggest Rafts 
wore improvlflcd, on which tho. women 
nml children were placed. Men threw 
trunks, bureaus, tables and other arti- 
cles of furniture into the water,, then 
jumped on them, nnd sought to float to 
safety. Thoso who escaped the float- 
ing Are as a general rule, were of little 
*-alue,rn buffeting the swirling torrent 
full of burning driftwood and the de- 
bris of wrecked houses.

The city of Topeka proper is on tin* 
south bank of the river, North Topcku 
contains about 0,000 to 10,000 inhabit- 
ants, many of them negroes. Until twen- 
ty-live years ngo It was an independent 
municipality, but now It is included under 
the same government as Topeka, Tho 
Mayor of Topeka resides there. It has 
three railroads. and railroad stations, clc* 
vntors, mills, lumber yards, (.lores, bnnks, 
schools, churches, and it represents,, or 
did represent, full)' one-fourth of the 
wealth of the city of Topeka. .

So Heaped a Whirlwind at 'Abase for 
K "Xattiiatc Nntnc*." 

The American newspaper thinks it 
essential -to make clear the source of 
Important statements. An Interview 
with a, nameless statesman whose Iden- 
tity cannot even be guessed from the 
context, Is put - down In . American 
newspaper parlance ris "a fake." But 
the opposite : method 1b the method in 
the continental countries of Europe. 
There It Ih an unpardonable offense to 
name your Informant,- says a writer In 
the World's Work. 

This knowledge I purchased at rath- 
er an Inconvenient price, when I had 
been but three months In Berlin as cor- 
respondent of the American Associated 
Press. It was In the early autumn of 
18M. Blflmarck'8 successor In the un- 
safe chair of t lie imperial chancellor, 
General Count Caprlvl, had resigned 
early In "the evening, nfter a Btonny 
meeting with the Kaiser, At 10 o'clock 
that night Caprlvl accorded me an in-, 
tcrytow. He did not request that fata 
name he withheld. In my Ignorance I 
quoted him In my' cablegram that' 
night His talk to me had been brief 
but to the point. He bad. told me of 
the causes that bad led to his loss of 
favor with the Kaiser and to his re- 
tirement 

But I had unwittingly violated one 
of the first principles la tho code of 
German journalistic ethics. .And I 
reaped a' whirlwind of abuse for it 
"That news la bogus— must be bogus, 
you know," BOia the German newspa- 
pers and their correspondents, "for, 
don't yon see, he. baa quoted Caprlvl 3" 

.For years the reputation thus earned 
made tny work doubly hard. Whenever 
I happened Into one of tho depart-, 
meets, a whisper ran round:. "That's 
the man who names names!" I never 
quite got over this during my long stay 
In Berlin.

The .town was 
destroyed' with Jta entire population, 
numbering .2,000, Including 700 Armeni- 
ans, as well'-hs.the troops forming '-tho 
garrison of Melnxglierd. In addition over, 
400 houses la neighboring villages col-; 
lapsed. 

MchMgherd Is situntcd on tlie south 
side, of the Euphrates river, near Its 
source. ' • Tlie surround tug country * Is a 
tableland traversed by mountain ranges 
running west from the- Oaueiisus moun- 
toiUB, The 2,000 inhabitants of' tho place 
were divided about equally bctvrctn Mos- 
lems, and Christians. ; Tlie ,Turklsb;gov- 
ommoht maintained a email garrison In 
tho place. 

The town mid several churches, 
mosqueB nnd bazaars.- The Inhabitants 
of the, country near the town rniso Inrge 
quantities of bhrley, . flax and, frultB nnd 
have largo herds of cattle. Little 1 villages 
.are scattered all "through the Vilayet of 
Van, of which Melssgherd, next to the 
city of Van, waa the largest 

Not many miles east of Meliugberd a 
mountain peak rises to a'height of 11,- 
547 feet, and not far awny rises Mount 
Ararat. The Vilayet of Von has a pop- 
ulation of 1,000,000. It contains a great 
■ait lake bearing the name of the vila- 
yet Mclnsgherd Is duo north of the 
lake about fifty miles. 

IVtaM* ttea'ch Londoti, 
The London foreign office ' received 
some details from the British consul at 
Erxcrootn regarding the recent earth- 
quake at Mclargherd. A shock lusting 
thirty seconds was felt the morning of 
April 20 throughout the district between 
Lake Van" and the Russian frontier nnd 
as far wrst as Khar put The town of 
Melazgherd, coitsh-ting of 500 houses, 
wna destroyed, aud great havoc wa« 
wrought In the surrounding villages. 

Col. Klin III Bey, commanding the gar- 
rison of Melasgherd, with his whole fam- 
ily, three other officers and eight soldiers, 
perished In the ruins. Lieut. Col. Tayib 
Bey, whoso family perished, became in- 
sane. 

Ths telegraph operator, who sent the 
news of, the .catastrophe said that he 
himself was badly Injured nnd that his 
wife and sister had been killed.

At 8 
o'clock the levees on Maurice street gave 
wey before, the waters _of the Des Moines 
river,"' swelled by those of the Raccoon, 
and 150 houses were flooded in an In- 
srcdibly short time," forcing . tho Inmates 
to run for their lives. The Raccoon is 
keeping pace with the Des Moines, nnd 
has devastated many nquore miles of 
territory In the southwestern' port of the 
State. 

The center span of the JS5.000 Melon 
arch bridge in process of construction on 
Sixth street .wn» carried away.

The dcatU-dcnling storm niipcnred sud- 
denly' a little bofore 1 o'clock, oud'.,\ritlt- 
lti two minutes It had killed neiirly & hun- 
dred ; persons,' torn two storiefl from the 
five-floor brick factory, of the Gainesville 
cotton mills, demolished almost 200 cot- 
tages, rar-ed two brick store*, nnd 'blown 
down Innumerable outbuildings. By what 
appears to .be n nilniclo, the "cyclone's 
fury, was confined to the outskirts 'of the 
city, the main business and residence por- 
tion'iiot'hultig touched, Torrents of rain 
accompanied the wind, but within fivo 
minutes after its first ouslnuglit the sun 
was shining upon a scene of fearful deso- 
lation. The list of the dcn"d is confined 
mainly to operatives of the Gainesville 
cotton mills and the Pa cole t cotton mills, 
two- thirds of whoin were women and chil- 
dren. 

Work «f nn Ijistatit, 
The cyclone did its appalling work In 
an incredibly short time, • It appears to 
have swept down from the southwest, 
striking tho Gainesville mills with a' roar 
like the report of artillery.. After lifting 
two stories from, this structure it swept 
on to the northward, lenving' a trail of 
destruction n long Summit street, which 
Is. inhabited nhnost exclusively by ne-' 
groes, 'Nearly a htiitdr.'d cottugeaof col- 
ored people on this street were leveled 
to the ground, but by a fortunate circum- 
stance the tenants were all absent, hav- 
ing left the city, in the morning to take 
part in a negro picnic, 

Tho furious wind next descended on 
the plant' of the, Pacolct cotton mills at 
New Holland, two miles from the South- 
ern Railroad station. This is one of the 
largest cotton mills in the South, employ- 
ing more than 000 hands. Tho storm 
scared the Pacolet factory, but entirely 
demolished a hundred of Its cottnges 
standing near nnd tenanted by Its opera- 
tives.' Here; the fatalities were greatest, 
upward of thirty-five persons being 
burled In the ruins of the cottages. Bod- 
ies were blown hundreds of yards and 
many of them when picked up bore no 
semblance to humanity, The trunk- of 
one young boy was found with the head 
doenpitated ns if by the guillotine.' 
' From New Holland the tornado swepl 
onward to tho cast in tho direction ol 
White Sulphur, n town of about 100 per- 
sona, and caused considerable loss of life.

Cm ted 
States, In "general, assembly at Los An- 
geles, Cat., finally disposed of the ques- 
tion of revision of the creed that'; has 
been before the lust thr*; general as- 
serabllea. nnd .which has agltnted; preaby- 
terlait circles for the last tiftceh years. 
The assembly by unniitmona vote adopt- 
ed the revision of the confession of fnlth 
ns prepared by the committee appointed 
by the general assembly In 1001. 

. Bosldes clearing the calendar of this 
Important question tho assembly dispos- 
ed of "the -'Tennessee overture" . in re- 
gard to "separate presbyteries in tho 
same territory," which was commonly 
known as the "colored question" of the 
presbyterian church and the report of 
the special committee on dlrorce and 
remarriage. 

Dr, Van Dyke presented' tho report 
of the committee on creed revision. The 
only protests ngalnst the new. creed were 
from Lehigh nnd St. Cloud presbyteries 
and .theae protests were thrown out, .
